The scene of such an important 
gathering could not have been 
belter chosen, for though the 
Institute itself has not yet been 
formally opened—it not yet 
having reached an adequate 
state of completion—it has been 
possible to hold the discussion of 
this serious affliction of the 
peoples in the Far East, in what 
itis to be hoped will in the future 
be one of the homes of endeavour 
land inquiry into the alle 

lof such troubles as the subject 
lof the conference. There seems 
to be ample reason for believing 
that in certain stages of civilisa- 
tion leprosy, with all its hideou: 
ness and danger, was taken very 
much for granted, something 
which could not be escaped and 
which put the unfortunate suf- 
ferer without the pale of decent 
society. ‘The only method of 
dealing with it was to segregate 
{the sufferers by various methods, 
generally involving exclusion 
from the general congregation as 
in the case of the Jews and 
throughout the ages, until in 
England itself, there are still 
Jquaint old churches to the little 
window on one side of the 
chancel of which the stricken 
leper would creep for his share 
fin the greatest sacrament of his 
religion.

China has been the 
souree of infection other 
jareas, as for example in the 
Hawaiian Islands and in’ Aus- 
tralia, though there the incidence 
fof the disease is not great, and 
the mystery of its comparative 
disappearance: in Europe _is 
equalled by the present day 
shortness of information as to 
how it is caused. ‘The fish diet 
theory put forward at different 
times with some degree of 
plausibility has been discarded, 
climate has, obviously, little if 
Jany influence, the theory of 
heredity has been proved equally 
fat fault, whether from the point 
of view of transmission, or of 
leprosy’s disappearance by the 
elimination of susceptible per- 
sons, and there is still much to 
be learned about the conditions 
which govern the prevalence of 
the disease. With the spread of 
‘western medicine throagh China, 
due to the training of Chinese 
medical students along occidental 
lines, and also the widespread 
activities of the foreign medical 
missionary who hag penetrated 
most parts of China, facilities 
have been gradually increasing 
for an intensive study of the 
isease in all its aspects along 
lines which have been adopted in 
other countries. Much — work 
has undoubtedly been done by 
individuals and the results of 
‘their investigations have from 
time to time appeared in various 
scientific publications.

It is said to be a landmark in 
Shanghai's history, Congratula- 
tions, quite properly, are given 
to the roadmaker Visions of| 
joyous weekends for pent-up 
Shanghailanders arise. Hang- 
chow may view the prospect with 
mixed feelings; its dignified calm 
ig likely to be disturbed, but the 
disturbances may have their) 
pecuniary compensations. On the| 
whole Hangchow may feel that} 
it is enabled to do good by giving 
urban dwellers a healthy liking] 
for the country and an insight] 
into the true culture of China. 
Improvement of communications 
has usually been beneficial to all 
concerned. This Hangchow- 
Shanghai road, provided it be) 
kept in running order in every 
sense of the term, should 
undoubtedly bring blessings to| 
both partners in the enterprise. 
On that account alone the open- 
ing of this road yesterday is) 
plainly a matter of gratification 
and the fervent pleasure ex-| 
pressed was thoroughly justified. 
In so far, too, as it exemplifies 
the attention which, in spite of 
heavy preoccupations, the Gov-| 
ernment {s giving to the develop- 
ment of communications, it 
deserves more than passing note. 
Shanghai—using the name in 
its most comprehensive form— 
should however find here food 
for thought. What a grim light, 
does this outburst of joy throw) 
on the cramping life to which 
the people of this great city have 
to submit! Of the growth of 
Shanghai there can be no doubt. 
‘Adversity, no less than prosper- 
ity, fails to stop it. Depression, 
following an upheaval which 
would have been fatal to many 
smaller places, seems to impose| 
no check on Shanghai's progress. 
It is a0 sitnated and, may it be 
modestly said, so equipped by the 
international genius of its in-| 
habitants, that it cannot help) 
growing. ' Shanghailanders who 
have lived here for many years 
do not perhaps perceive the) 
wonder of their own city’s ex- 
pansion. For enlightenment on) 
that point they go to the in-| 
frequent visitor who vainly 
endeavours to pick up the land-| 
marks of a few years ago when 
he last came and then stands 
amazed at his failure. It has 
often been said that the security 
of Shanghai—somewhat impaired, 
of late—has made for its success. 
The more chaotic conditions are 
up the river and in the interior 
of China, the more opportunity, 
is given to Shanghai’s merchants 
and traders. Governments and 
representatives of Governments 
gravitate here, even if they have 
their nominal headquarters else- 
where. But then Shanghai may) 
remark that a time of prosperity 
for China and the world outside 
“J Would not diminish this growth, 
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The ‘truth: is that, although de- 
pression," such" as that . now 
troubling ‘us all, may show itself 
less in Shanghai than elsewhere, 
the revival of trade would give 
jan even greater significance to 
‘Shanghai's capacity for minister. 
ing to the requirements of com- 
merce. Given: steady adherence 
to the broad principles of inter- 
fnational cooperation, which, on 
the whole, hag been the badge of 
Shanghai’s policy, its ability 
to grow m ert itself in the 
face of all artificial barriers and 
bounds. 

Political considerations have| 
however created conditions which 
render this process of growth 
painful and constrained. Assign- 
ment of blame on that account 
unnecessary for the purpose of 
this argument. Those political 
difficulties may be taken for 
granted. Stimulated by the 
results of past lack of prevision 
and provision for the future, 
‘they have tended to hamper re- 
medial measures which normally 
jwould be applied by a homo- 
geneously populated and govern- 
led city in the ‘course of 
natural growth. So Shanghai's 
inhabitants in the mass have to 
do without those freer amenities 
open to other cities. Within the 
limits of their resources the 
Municipal authorities provide 
for outlets of recreation and 
residence, but they are unable to 
break down the prison wall 
they can only make a breac! 
here and there. This road to 
Hangchow does much. Yet it 
benefits, mainly, the _posses- 
sor of ‘private motor-transport. 
Its {1 enjoyment is beyond the 
means of the bulk of the popul 
tion. It is valuable in that the 
very pacan of joy greeting its 
completion draws poignant at- 
tention to the plight of this city, 
confined. For those reasons 
there is every ground to encour- 
Jage the efforts of international 
‘cooperation, so well put forward 
fof late, to abolish the political 
inhibitions imposed on this great 
[symbol of industrial and com- 
mercial enterprise. The credit 
for Shanghai's growth can be 
jelaimed by no single nation and 
ino single community. Some have 
done more than others; all have 
helped. ‘They need ‘only re- 
cognise that, whatever may be 
the political difficulties, expan- 
sion cannot be denied. ‘It will, 
by its own impetus, enhance those 
difficulties no doubt but, in the 
long run, it-will contribute the 
solution,” For, as the require- 
ments of Shanghaj develop, so 
must the spirit of goodwill and 

vance assert itself — more 
freely, out of a mere sense of 
self-preservation. Each day the 
intermingling of commercial 
interests tends to blunt the 
sharpness of political con- 
troversy. Prejudices are bound 
to intrude; they are dangerous, 
mischievous and obstructive.

London or other large cities, 
there is sufficient provision of 
facilities in boarding and alight- 
ing. Contemplation of the pro- 
blem gives rise to innumerable 
jquestions: the parking of cars, 
the manners and modes of heavy 
commercial transport, the fumes 
from street-using vehicles, the 
overlapping of routes and the 
provision of crossings for foot- 
passengers.

Railway Construction Delayed: 
Funds for Hukuang Line 


Canton, Oct. 2, 

While an ambitious programme 
for the construction of new rail- 
way lines is being mgpped out bj 
the Kuangtung provincial authori- 
ties, shortage of funds is causing 
the’ suspension of work on the une 
finished section of the Canton 
Hankow Railway, the completion of 
which again appears now to be @ 
remote possibility, 

‘Tho uncompleted portion of the 
railway is the section between 
Chuchow, a commerelal town 25 
ies south of | Changsha, and 
Shiukwan in Northern Kuangtung. 
At Chuchow the vailway is, con 
ected by a line Changsha, 
the capital of Hunan, and there- 
fore the completion of the Chuchew- 
Shiukwan line would mean. the 
establishment of direct railway 
communication between Canton and 
Hankow, the Changsha-Wuchang 
line having already been in opera 
tion for some yea 

Following the advent of the 
Kuomintang régime determined ef- 
forts were made to complete. the 
Failway, notwithstanding the huge 
sums of money required for the 
purpose. The” Chuchow-Shiukwan 
Section of the line covers a distance 
































ous districts in north- 
ern Kuangtung and Hunan prov- 
ince, “It appears that over $8,000,- 
00 'is needed for the ‘project, but 
funds have not been coming ‘from 
Nanking for some months, with the 
result that work on tho’ line has 
‘come to a complete standstill. ‘The 
Ministry of Railways agreed to 
assign ‘to the Canton Government 
$700,000 out of the British Return- 
ed Boxer Indemnity Fund for the

FORTY-FIVE YEARS 
IN SHANGHAI 


‘Mr. H. Browett Keeps 70th 
Birthday 


My, Harold Browett, who was 70 
years old on Oct, 6, has, spent 45 of 
‘those years in Shanghai. There are 
others who have been here as long, 
a fow even longer, but that is 
something of a record for an un- 
interrupted stay. 

Mr. Browett, the senior member 
of the Bar of the H. M.” Supreme 
Court, soys that when he read the 
letter, signed by the Judges, | the 
Registrar, the Chief Clerk and all 
the members of the Bar. of that 
Court which he’ received on the 
26th of last month, he felt it the 

udest_ moment of’ his life. The 
letter congratulated him on the 
day, as being the forty-fifth anni- 
vertary of his admission to prac- 
tice in the Court. 

He describes himself as a “fami- 
ly solicitor” and. his offiee on 
Museum Road is. more than ve 
miniseent of London in Vietorian 
days.

The Navvy--- 
His Huddle 


THE SAME THE WHOLE 
WORLD OVER 


Except for certain gestural differ- 
ences. indigenous to their localities 
the Chinese road navvy follows in 
every respect his European ‘proto- 
type. Watch them arrive at a 

‘Shanghai road. ‘They set 
ith great deliberation their 
railings around the portion of the 
road upon which they propose to 
loperate, and then “get into a huddle” 
for the purpose of sharing smokes, 
while the foreman and one or two 
satellites mark the ground. 

‘True the short-stemmed clay pipe 
is missing, with its malodorous shag 
tobacco, “but the substitute is no 
doubt equally" gratifying 

nly equally malodorous. 
foreman having completed 
only active interest in the proceed: 
ings, the navvies stroll around, pick 
up a few tools, lay them down again 
and select, others, while one man 
makes a fire in a huge pan. ‘The 
urpose of this fire is not apparent, 
tas its acrid. smoke "streams 
‘cross the road and. contaminates 
the atmosphere, one imagines it to 
ossess some mystic sigmifance as 
‘of some sacrificial rite with no ob- 

‘vious bearing on the work in hand. 

‘But whereas the British workman 
wields a Ietsurely pick to disrapt the 
yoad surface the matter is more 
complicated in Shanghai. It re- 
‘Quires three instruments and three 
‘men to excoriate the local asphalt. 
One holds a cold chisel in a pair of 
Jenormous. pineers while the ‘second 

waves a mighty sledee hammer. 
The third just watches. The result 
of the impact of hammer upon chisel 
is the dislocation of about an inch 
‘and a half of macadam. Perhaps 
it Is the job of the third man to 
remove this atom. At the end of a 
‘morning's work one may observe at 
Teast a square yard of road has been 
exeavated to the depth of one quart- 
er ef an inch.

Sept. 1. 

The inaugural address deliver 
by Sic Alfred Ewing, at the openins
